actually throw the bombs ’ 


Bales said Miss Hearst was 
ready to testify against the

who knew Miss Hearst 
while she was underground, is 
being sought for questioning in 
the case 


U S Attorney James Brown 
mg Jr 
asked if he thought 
there were still other incidents 
Miss Hearst was involved in 
that have not been disclosed. 
said “ I suspect there are ” 


The latest disclosures by 
Miss Hearst grew out of a four- 
hour session she had with 
government prosecutors Mon 
day after her sentencing for 
bank robbery 
Her admissions, made in the 


presence of her attorneys, were 
in hopes she could win a light 
sentence on the bank robbery 
conviction and immunity from 
further prosecution 
Miss Hearst. still in pain, was 
isolated in a third-floor private 
room in Sequoia Hospital in 
Redwood City. where she was 
reported improving She com­ 
plained of difficulty in breath­ 
ing Tuesday night and was 
taken to the hospital for minor 
surgery 
Miss Hearst was allowed 
visits from her attorneys and 
her family Her parents and a 
sister visited her for 14 hours 
Wednesday 


A hospital spokesman said 
the ailment was relatively com

Tin Drama of the Oceans." 
published by Harry N Abrams 
Irk’ , is in the style of coffee 
table art books, beautifully il­ 
lustrated 
It s a publisher s 
pride as well as author s with 
the danger th* perceptive con 
tent and literary style could bo 
overlooked in the handsome 
packaging 
She defines the complex 
ecology of the seas, their evolu 
lion mythology and uses 


Mrs Borgese is an official 
observer for the International 
Ocean Institute at the Ignited 
Nations Conference on the Law 
of the Se,i 


In terms of what could be 
(tom* her view is optimistic 
She describes the "blue revolu­ 
tion. a system of sea farming 
using the ocean s natural food 
chain that could feed much of 
th* world s hungry 


But the current reality is 
frightening 
Marine exploita­ 
tion mac disrupt delicate 
systems of communication and 
cycles of reproduction killing 
«»ff mans species 
she writes 


Pollution and radioactive 
waste may eventually destroy 
th* pin topi,inkton in the upper 
levels of th** sea whit h produces 
more than half of the world s 
oxy gen 


In an interview Mrs Borgese 
said ’n#' dangers are as great is 
th* potential 


"We realize now a lot of mis­ 
takes have been made At the 
same time some small progress 
has been made also We have 
just signed the Convention of 
Barcelona to control the pollu­ 
tion o( the Mediterranean, and 
that certainly is a step 
forward 


But dumping of radioactive 
waste * is a ghastly prospec­ 
tive 


"I hope it will not be done," 
she said "Scientists are very 
worried about it It may not be 
destructive at all 
But if 
anything happens the disaster 
would be pretty boundless 
When the danger is that great 
Vuu just can't take any 
chances " 


One of the major issues 
before the Law of the Sea 
('(inference was a proposed 200- 
mile territorial zone 


lf it were a 200-mile limita­ 
tion we timid live with it," she 
said "I m not too happy about 
it to start with But the trouble 
is it s not going to bo 200 miles 
Ifs going to be open ended and 
very poorly defined and give 
rise to infinite numbers of con­ 
flicts 


The sea is the last frontier, 
she said We can use it or con­ 
tinue to waste its tremendous 
wealth of food and mineral 
resources. 
"The krill (small sea crea­ 
tures that .ire food for whales) 
alone could multiply by live all 
existing fisheries." she said 
"It s that kind of quantity we're 
talking about Another one is 
the squid We could get five or 
ten times as much as the 
world s fish catch "

SAN FRANCISCO - (NKA) - A great 
deal of the intrigue of sports is looking 
back 
Tom Harmon, old No 98 of Michigan, 
remembers well the first game of his 
senior year It was on his birthday an­ 
niversary Sept 28 1940, at the University 
of California's Memorial Stadium in 
Berkeley 
‘We took the opening kickoff back for a 
touchdown.*’ he recalls 
Actually he 
returned it 94 yards for the score

tow The\ asked mr what I wanted done 
with him 
they were going to put him in 
the jug And I said, Naw. let s forget it 
It s all over 
He was just an old Blue who 
had soaked up a little too much 
Every vear, for the .15 years since.

Polly’s Pointers 


Polka dots present 
cleaning problem

Polly's Problem 


DEAR POLLY — A friend gave me a navy blue jersey 
dress with white polka dots and white collar and cuffs 
which have become a grayish-off white My problem is 
getting the white parts really white again without har­ 
ming the navy I have soaked the dress in a mild laundry 
pre soak before washing but to no avail Can you help’ 
DEBORAH 
DEAR DEBORAH — I am sorry you did not identify 
the fabric content in your dress as that might make a 
difference in what you might try. Many of the things one 
might do to plain fabrics, especially white ones, would 
not be feasible for the polka dots. Anything strong 
enough to whiten the dots would doubtless have a bad 
effect on the navy background The following arr some 
things you may have been doing wrong and a correction 
might help some. Perhaps you have been using too little 
detergent when washing. Also the washer may have 
been overloaded This could also be caused by a lack of 
hot water, so a laundry home service department says, 
but again it may be that the fabric you have does not 
take kindly to hot water. Improper soaking ran also 
cause this problem — use a generous amount of 
detergent and soak article for no tonger than fifteen 
minutes 
lf the dress were mine I would loosen the hem, and on 
the back side of it try the effect of a pair gray dye on the 
white dots (and the navy blue), lf it looks well with the 
diagy white turned to gray, and with no bad effect on the 
blue, I would dye the drest. It would be a navy dress 
dotted with gray. aad with gray collar and cuffs - 
POLLY.

“The California Department 
of Food and A griculture is 
mainly concerned with straw 
from such crops as seed alfalfa, 
seed clover, beans, and peas 
that may be used for livestock 
fet'd,” he said 
Pesticide 
tables contain 
r e s t r i c t i v e 
s t a t e m e n t s 
prohibiting use of straw and by­ 
products for feed purposes. 
Agricultural Chem icals and 
Feed Chiel John Millis explains, 
“Some typical restrictive state­ 
ments such as ‘D o not use 
treated foliage for feed or 
forage’ or 'D o not fet'd forage 
or straw to livestock 
are 
binding on the grower 
Even 
though possession of the straw 
might later be transferred to 
another person, responsibility 
for its ultimate disposition re­ 
mains with the grower " 
If in doubt about labeling 
restrictions the grower should 
contact either his agricultural 
pest control adviser or local 
agricultural com m issioner s of­ 
fice 
Those failing to comply with 
the restrictions on pesticide 
tables violate state law and are 
subject to a m axim um fine of 
$500 and other a p p lic a b le 
penalties Millis said

down buildings

provided plans and converted 
utilities 
Hut because of litigation and 
kiting construction costs, so far 


nothing has been done toward 
building a convention center in 
the 25 acre project core And 
plans for a publif Iv-owned 
sports center have been scrap­ 
ped 
A total of eight long standing 
suits have been filed and set­ 
tled 
six of them bv Alvin 
Buskin 
a dressmaker who 
despises tall buildings 
Still 
settlement left arbitration be 
hind and that remains in the 
hands of lawyers

Lince Burns now the* project 
director thinks committees are 
* lengthy and undesirable way 
to plan constructions but he 
says they will be necessary if 
Yerba Buena ( enter ever gets 
built 
We ve got to get all the in­ 
terested parties together and 
talk and talk until we agree." 
he says 
Burris notes that the lease- 
financing method has been 
found legal for the* center but 
that 
controversy 
remains 


Fnder that plan 
the agency 
would sell construction bonds 
and then lease the center to the 
citv until the bonds were 
retired 
Funds to retire the 
bonds would come from rents 
and other revenues from the 
facilities 
Meanwhile the city is not ob­ 
taining the taxes it should And 
since the center is incomplete 
many national conventions are 
skipping San Francisco, where

Control District signed an 
agreement with a Guadalupe

Research Foundation, Inc . 
which will do a $232,342 study 


of the pollution in the northern 
area of Santa Barbara County 
as well as San Luis Obispo 
County. Included will be Lake 
Marie and the Lompoc area 
which may fall within the 
sphere of influence of any 
pollution from J-M. Grefco, 
apparently, was not con­ 
sidered for the study. 
All this is well and good,

Sen 
Hubert Humphrey is well aware of this 
Humphrey knows that if ('arter comes 
into the convention in New York only a 
few hundred delegates short of the 
needed 1.500 majority, his own rushing 
fin to the state from the wings would be a 
foolish gesture Despite hints to the con 
trarv, he intends to stay out of all th*' 
primaries even as pleas come to him 
from around the country, the theme of 
which is. “ Please G<*1 save uv from 
Carter 
Humphrey is convinced that if 
he were t«> declare a great manv of 
Carter s active supporters would rallv to 
his side and that g*>es tor Jackson as 
well 
Nor is there arn mvsterv it should be 
added 
about the peanut fanner s ap­ 
proach to issues He tends lo slur them 
over ending up on one snle in one state 
and vaguely to th*' left of that side 
or 
the right 
in th** next state 
But that is a political custom as old as 
the agora It is a practice that is par­ 
ticularly self-serving in th* primaries 
Whether < ,*rt*-r 
as the nom inee of his 
partv in the election in the fall. could get 
away with this sam** blurring is another 
matter 
That has not been unknown 
however when the two principals square 
off 
Carter s derogates say he is simply 
role playing Th*- soft voice, the critical 
look at Washington and the number of 
bureaus he would slash the pious proles 
sions of live and brotherhood all of it is 
roleplaying 
say the sophisticates 
Unquestionably he has a magic of sorts 


related to this same role, whether played 
deliberately for the television millions or 
out of some deep inner faith 
In a considerable volume of mail I 
have received from Carter admirers, 
several ha vt* used the word “ mes­ 
sianic” thev have spoken about the mes­ 
sianic spell he exerts 
It is a curious 
word to apply to a politician 
Out on th** West Coast another can­ 
didate 
or maybe a potential candidate 
and not merely a favorite son 
has also 
been accused of role playing

The answer is meager 
indeed, particularly since Brown in­ 
herited from his predecessor Ronald 
Reagan, a budgetary surplus of $500 
million 
If now he is to move onto the national 
stage he will leave all this behind him 
That is surely not an impossibility. In the 
vouth-must be-sorved category Brown 
would bo ideal as a vice presidential can­ 
didate He is 37 years old 
For Carter, should he bt* elected Presi­ 
dent, role-playing would have to quickly 
give way to the fearful tasks the incom­ 
ing President must face in the years just 
ahead 
W h at his performance would be. 
even with a Congress of his own party 
which would be likely, is unpredictable 
That has also happened before 
a Presi­ 
dent untested and in some respects un­
